Before Judge Benedict. 
ID the United S tates circu it Court yesterday 
Judge Benedict proceeded with the trial of David 
Massey, alias “Professor” Silas Rogers, late of 737 
Broadway, In this city, who was Indicted for send­ 
ing obscene publications through the Poet Office. 
General Daviee, United States A ssistant D istrict At­ 
torney, conducted the prosecution, and the prill- 
oner was defended by Mr. Charles S. Spencer. The 
prluuipal witness for the prosecution was A. F. 
Coinstock, who deposed th at he had, under feigned 
nainos, w ritten to the uelcndant from diffcrtmt 
pui ts of the country requesting the latter to for­ 
w ard Npeciinens of the goods he had to sell. Mr. 
Coinstock (lid not keep copies of Ills letters to the 
prisoner, but he preserved the letters and their 
enclosures 
which the prisoner 
sent In reply,

conceded,

th a t 
tho 
enclosures 
In question were of 
an 
indecent character, 
and the only point for the iury to deierniinc was 
w hether Massey had mailed this ininioral stuff or 
not. A letter carrier deposed th at ho had taken 
Miissey’s receipt for one ul the letters, which was 
registered, and which letter Comstock stated was 
one of those ho had w ritten In a feigned nam e to 
Massey asking for specimens of his goods. In tho 
course of the evidence It came out th at Mr. Corn- 
stock has alr(2ady seized no less than thirteen tons 
weight of immoral books and pictures, and th at ten 
tons of these abominable articles are this m om ent 
deposited in the cellars of tho Tract Hocletv aw ait­ 
ing the Judgm ent of Ilecorder H ackett in the Court 
ol General Sessions. The jury, after a brief consul- 
tatiou, found the prisoner guilty, and he was im­ 
m ediately sentenced by the Jmfgc to one year’s 
itnurlsoiim ent and a fine of |OUO—the highest pen­ 
alty of the law.

Although the returns published this moru- 
ing conceming the Georgia election make a 
considerable reduction upon the 
sanguine 
estimates of the night of the struggle, there is 
sufficient left yet to allow of considerable 
jubilation in the liberal and democratic comps. 
Georgia is now said to have gone for the lib­ 
eral candidate, James M. Smith, by a ma­ 
jority of at least 
thirty thousand, over 
Walker, 
the 
republican. 
The 
figures 
first 
quoted 
by 
triomphant 
partisans 
in the flush of victory will generally bear the 
application of the pruning knife, and Georgia 
is no exception to the rule. 
Last year’s elec­ 
tion gave a democratic majority of close to 
twenty-seven thousand. 
This would show a 
clear gain of throe thousand—something for 
the liberal coalition to delight in, certainly. 
There is every evidence that this campaign 
for the Presidency will, in many respects, bo 
one of the most curious on record. 
The most 
striking thing in this relation will undoubtedly 
be the fluctuations of popu'ar opinion on the 
voting strength of the two parties. 
We have 
never before, apparently, h.ad so many citi­ 
zens in that state of doubt as to how 
they will cast their votes for Pre.sident, known 
in common parlance as “on the fence.” 
Thus the variations iu the 
estimates of 
national strength tell more readily upon the 
masses and excite a keener interest than here­ 
tofore. 
The liberal movomout was in every 
respect an experiment which, having proved 
successful in a single State, is in process of 
being applied to the Union. 
^Vhile, there­ 
fore, the various Fall election States register 
their voices for one or the other side with 
increased or diminished force, the voters of 
the other States make nice calculations about 
the prospects of the coalition and the adminis­ 
tration parties. 
In olden times, when strict 
party lines were drawn, the citizen who 
espoused a party and its cause hold a heart 
of grace and deposited his ticket with the 
faith of a martyr. 
Now, in addition to the 
novelty of the main or national question 
at issue there are local questions at stake in so 
many States that there is great difficulty in 
deducing an exact mpral from their votes. 
Is 
it the ferment of the popular mind on the eve 
of a quiet, political revolution, or is it merely 
the increased value of the great offices at stoke 
which makes the simple man of business, as 
well as the grasping office-holder, as sensitive 
to the effect of a State election as a magnetic 
neoiUo to an electric storm ? 
The difficulty of 
answering this query would not be great, if it 
related alone to the feelings of the office-holder; 
but to account for the widespread norvous 
tension of the people is not so easy. 
To oppreciate the forces at wort it is neces­ 
sary to look back over the series of quotations, 
so to speak, in the Presidential market, since 
the baby liberal movement was first christened 
at Cincinnati. 
This sturdy offshoot of repub­ 
lican opposition to President Grant’s adminis­ 
tration grew so amazingly fast that in less 
than a couple of months it had won the ad­ 
miration and affection of the 
democratic 
pturty, who^ seeing that its parents were poor 
but honest, forthwith proceeded eotonmly to 
adopt 
it 
ot 
Baltimore. 
It came 
out 
of 
the 
Convention 
as 
fully armed as 
Minerva 
out 
of 
the 
brain 
of 
Jupi­ 
ter, and was hailed as the heir apparent 
to Jeflerson and Jackson all over the laud by 
the professing disciples of that school. 
It was 
curiously and comically regarded at first, and 
public opinion at once took opposite sides in 
its regard. 
One dde regarded it as the young 
Arthur who was to rise up and clear the land 
of the heathen—I e., the carpetbagger, the 
coiTuptionist and the incapable; the other re­ 
garded it as Ginx’s Baby in a state of prema­ 
turo manhood—a thing to be the pet of bogus 
philanthropists and coddled and cuffed alter­ 
nately by its wealthy protectors until one 
night early next November it was to be driven 
to sniclde by a plunge in Salt River. 
Never, 
probably, in the history of American politics, 
were the sages so quaintly divided in their 
prognostications. 
But time was going ahead. 
The young Arthur was sent down with shield 
and spear to North Carolina, and when the 
struggle came on and the battle wais fought 
both sides claimed the victory. 
“He is 
the true King Arthur,” shouted the lib­ 
erals, 
“for 
has 
he 
not 
carried 
more 
Congressional 
districts and 
reduced the

“B ah!” 
replied the Grant men, “he is Ginx’s Baby, 
for the State has gone republican.” 
Among 
the Green Mountains was his next essay. 
There was no hope for victory there, and, 
although the Young Liberal fought but little 
among the bills, it was voted all the more that 
he was Ginx’s Baby. 
The battle in the Bor­ 
der State, among the pine.s of Maine, where 
ho fought a plucky fight, sent him away 
with 
little comfort,

Baby. This was saddening 
to the

losophic onlooker, 
and 
gave much cause 
for comfort to those who had scoffed from 
the beginning. 
It was concluded among the 
friends of the stripling tliat his foremost ban­ 
ner-bearer should go forth aud do combat 
among the States whore the Young Liberal 
would have his greatest fight. 
So Greeley 
went forth, as bis Merlin, and by the weight 
of his name and his sturdy blows that smote 
the enemy often twenty times a day, through 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Indiana, made a good

Greeley proclaimed him the true Arthur, and 
the shout against him as Ginx’s Baby became 
sensibly fainter. 
The young man, however, 
was not allowed to rest, for far down South 
the enemy was waiting U» be beaten in Geor­ 
gia.

It certainly restores him with its 
refluence to the higher water mark, which he 
touched after his adoption at Baltimore, and 
semis him into the three battles of next Tuesday 
with an increased prestige and a better morale 
than ha owned after his tribulations in Maine.

in the three great Middle States and vivify 
once more the energies of those who wiU 
have to wait until the first Tuesday in November 
before taking part in the war on the adminis­ 
tration.

Dieaatera

The late multiplied disasters to lake qfiviga- 
tion arc among the most serious that have 
been recorded for some time. 
On the night 
of the 28th ultimo four vessels were sunk, a 
propeller and many rafts and scows wont 
ashore on Lake Erie, and numerous vessels 
out of reach of assistance were flying their 
signals of distress. 
The intelligence of the 
30th ultimo showed fatal casualties to fourteen 
large vessels on Lake Eric and the total 
destruction of numerous smaller craft and 
barges, with considerable loss of life. But the 
telegrams of the 1st instant prove that there 
was much greater loss of life and property on 
Lake Huron than on Lake Erie. 
Several 
steamers were overwhelmed in the gale, aud 
the waters of the lake must have presented a 
fearful spectacle of wrecks. 
The probability 
is we have not yet heard the worst. 
It is certainly a matter of surprise that 
shipmasters, iu the equiuoctial season, should 
be so reckless of life as to be so exposed when 
those lake tempests come on in their well- 
known punctuality and fury. The government 
weather telegrams cover the main parts of the 
lake region and have not failed to give timely 
warning of impending danger, aud have fre­ 
quently announced these gales thirty-six hours 
in advance of their arrivaL 
The approach of the late storm was duly 
forewarned, and cautionary signals were or­ 
dered to be displayed at Buffalo, Cleveland, 
Toledo, Detroit, Chicago, Grand Haven, Mil­ 
waukee, Oswego aud Rochester many hours 
before the storm reached these places. 
The 
orders for Milwaukee and Grand Haven did not 
reacli their destination, it U said, th ro ^ h the 
negligence of the telegraph company entrusted 
with their tran8mÍ8sion--a^riminBl oraission, 
for which the company'should be le ld re­ 
sponsible by the public who sustained damage 
from their neglect 
There can be no doubt 
that shippers and seamen on the lakes would 
gladly avail themselves of the meteorological 
forecasts if furnished promptly by the tele­ 
graph companies, and, if the latter know their 
own interests, they will do well to spare no 
pains to traasAit these storm warnings wi&i 
the utmost possible despatch. 
The American 
public have endured until their patience is ex­ 
hausted the inefficiency of our telegraph oor- 
porations. 
These overgrown monopolies can­ 
not expect the people quietly to submit to 
mismanagement which entails not only vast 
loss of property but also involves, ts in the 
present instance, great loss of life. 


Lwcca'e Margwarlte. 
All who bad the great pleasure of seeing 
Pauline Lucca as Marguerite in the opera of 
“Faust” 
on Wednesday night will kmg 
remember that extraordinary performance. It 
has been well said that the impresaioH left 
upon the mind by the highest works of art is a 
joy forever, and Lucca’s delineation of the 
beautiful creation of Goethe as adapted by 
Gounod to the opera can never be sffkeed 
from the memory. 
We make no comparisons, 
invidious or otherwise, between the art of 
Lucca in this representation and that of other 
prime donne. 
Several have afforded the 
public 
much 
gratification in theit per­ 
formance of the character of Marguerite, 
and though differing in 
the conception 
of it and in style of acting and sing­ 
ing, have had their excellences, but Lucca 
gives 
us 
the 
poet’s 
idea. 
The acting 
and the singing were in perfect accord and 
were really superb. 
The vast and critical 
audience was thrilled with delight. 
There has 
never been any performance in the Academy of 
Music, or in opera at any time in this oonatry, 
superior to that of Lucca on Wednesday night.

The Bwrnlag oT the Becwrlal. 
The magnificent structure erected by Philip 
II. of Spain to commemorate his victory over 
the French at St. Quentin has been destroyed 
by fire. 
The scanty details famished by the 
telegraphic despatches give reason to fear that 
the bnilding has been rednced to a complete 
ruin, and that the priceless treasures of art and 
Uterature which were deposited in the Esourial 
are lost forever. 
The fire is said to have been 
caused by lightning, and there is something 
appalling in the rapidity with which the grand 
old monument succumbed to the devouring 
element. 
Among the many landmarks which 
within a few years have been lost to posterity 
none had so deep an interest for the thoughtful 
mind as this temple-tomb of the gloomy 
Simnish King. 
Its history is strangely en­ 
twined with the glory of Spain in the days 
when the shadow 
of her haughty 
flag 
was 
cast over half a conquered world. 
It was the creation of a grand, 
austere 
and gloomy age, and reflected proudly the 
character of its creators. 
How the majesty of 
that stately pile, in the midst of the desolation 
that surrounded it on all sides, struck the 
beholder with awe ! 
Even the vulgar sight­ 
seer, wandering without reverence at the bid­ 
ding of an idle curiosity, was wont to speak iu 
subdned tones in the mysterious twilight of its 
cloisters. There was about this noble structure 
such an air of majestic grandeur as humbled 
mere human pride. 
It was impossible not to 
feel how insignificant were men in presence of 
the tombs of kings before whom the world had 
trembled. 
But the majestic temple frowned 
down on the generation of the hour as it had 
done on their ancestors three centuries before. 
Time seemed only to increase the awe which 
the pile inspired, and while all else changed 
and passed away amid the shock of ages it 
remained unshaken. 
The loss of this monument cannot be too 
deeply regretted, for it was one of the links 
that bound us to the past. 
Under its shadow 
the modems could call up the remembrance of 
a time when men worshipiiod other gods than 
Mammon and soulless fashion. However much 
the stern faith of the sixteenth century may 
revolt the modern conscience, there is an im­ 
pressiveness in the whole-souled belief of that 
ago which compels our admiration. 
Religion 
in those days was something more than a for­ 
mality, and the monuments the ages of faTth 
have left behind by their grandeur and noble 
severity of aim dwarf the efforts of modem 
genius. 
It is sad that these evidences of the 
past should be doomed to disappear one after 
another until in the far distant future no trace 
of these grand monuments shall remain for the 
instruction and delight of the unborn gcnora- 
tiops. 
The 
Tuileries 
and 
the^ 
Hotel 
de 
Ville 
have 
been 
destroyed, 
and 
it is only a few months since the venerable 
Cathedral of Canterbury narrowly escaped 
from the fate that has befallen the Escurial. 
It is evident from these examples that there is 
no power in civilization capable of preventing 
the destruction of ancient monuments, and 
we may speculate on a time when there will 
remain no more trace of the art and architec­ 
ture of the early Christian agee than we can 
discover of the forgotten Fheenioian civiliza­ 
tion. This is oertaiiüy a 
:^eotionj_the 
more so as the cause is due in chief part to 
the indifference of the moderns, who take no 
adequate precautions to preserve the monu­ 
mental treasures they have inherited. 
Had 
only reasonable precautions been token to pre­ 
pare for such an accident as has befallen the 
Escurial, that magnifloent straoture could have 
been saved for posterity. 
The solid nature of 
the materials from which it was constractcd 
offered a strong guarantee against the ravages 
of fire, and had there been some means at 
hand to straggle with 
the flames in all 
probability they would have been cxtiufpS^hed 
before any serious damage hod been done. 
But it was not so decreed. 
In a few short hours the fire fiend reduced 
to a heap of shapeless rains the temple the 
all-powerful Philip had watched 
growing 
slowly for one and twenty years. 
He vainly 
hoped it would remain forever to bear witness 
to his piety and power. 
When the light of 
life flickered sadly out of his weary heart he 
found a resting place in the shadow of its 
crypts. 
Now his dust is mingled with the 
ashes of the temple he raised, aud the glory of 
both is at an end forever. 
The Spaniards, 
with natural pride, were wont to call the 
Escurial the seventh wonder of the world, and 
the beauty, magnificence aud imposing gran­ 
deur of the structure went far to justify the 
pretension. 
All this greatness is now at an 
end ; the stranger no more will wander awe­ 
struck over the marble pavement of the 
silent 
cloisters or linger on the 
jasper 
steps to listen to solemn music reverberating 
through the lofty aisles. 
The masterpiece of 
Bautista de Toledo and his pupil, Juan de 
Herrera, has crumbled to ashes before the 
electric flame, and one of the grandest ex­ 
amples of human genius brought forth in any 
age is lost to posterity. 
Unfortunately the loss 
is not confined to the structure. 
The library 
has suffered severely, but according to the 
latest accounts hopos were entertained of sav­ 
ing the greater part of the books and muan- 
scripts. It is inconceivable that these literary 
treasures should h.ive been placed where no 
adequate precaution against fixe existed. 
If 
there are other ooUeotlons in Spain similarly 
situated .we hope this example wiU have the 
effect 0/Í having tiiem transferred to places of 
security. 
This is partioularly desirable in 
flpain, whisk k nnusaally rioh ih valuable 
manuBcriptsu___________________

The people of the d ty of New York have as 
deep an inteieat in the approaching municipal 
contest as in the Presidential election itself. 
No more important question can be pro­ 
pounded at th k time than who shall be the 
next Mayor of New York. If we are to har­ 
vest the fruits of last year’s reform it can only 
be done by the selection of an honest, earnest 
man for Mayor. 
Anything short of this would 
be going backward to the time when ward 
organizations and rings controlled the city. 
Party affiliations and party fealty must not bo 
allowed to intervene against a good candidate, 
snpported by the best men in the metropolis. 
Such a candidate is Mr. William Butler Dun­ 
can, and such is the character of his support­ 
ers. 
'The columns of the H ebald to-day show 
that of the members of the Committee of 
Seventy a majority ore favorable to Mr. Dun­ 
can’s nomination. Those who waver are only 
hesitating because with them the claims of a 
party are superior to the beat interests of the 
city. 
In the heat of a Presidential canvass it 
is next to impossible for many persons to for­ 
get partisanship even in a matter which in no 
way concerns the Presidential contest. 
But 
we insist upon it that our Mayoralty election, 
by the movements of last year, has been 
divorced from national and State politics, and 
stands out boldly as a separate issue involving 
no question but the purity of local govorn- 
mont and the true interests of the metropolis. 
Whether Grant or Greeley shall be President 
is uDt a matter to be considered in connection 
with the question whether Mr, Duncan shall 
be Mayor. 
The reform movement began by 
ignoring extraneous 
issues in municipal 
affairs, and democrats voted with repub­ 
licans iu ihe interest of reform. 
Now 
republicans and democrats must again vote 
together or we shall lose everything which 
was gained by the previous contest, aud the 
reform movement will fall to the ground. 
In Mr. Duncan the people of New York will 
have a candidate whom all can support with­ 
out regard to party, aud his nomination or 
endorsement by this or that party is no argu­ 
ment against his nomination and endorse­ 
ment by all parties. 
He is a man to whom 
the trust can be trustfully confided, and wo 
are confident that the tide of popular opinion 
has set so completely iu his favor that his 
nomination will sweep aside every wave of 
opposition. When a man like Judge Edwards 
Pierrepont, known to be among the firmest 
supporters of the administration and one of 
the strongest enemies of Tammany, declares 
himself content with Mr. Duncan as the can­ 
didate of the people, and is ready to strike 
bauds with ex-Mayor Tiemanu and others of 
like character to Secure an honest adminis­ 
tration of the city government, we may be as­ 
sured that party ties do not bind sufficiently 
to destroy the best expectations of the com­ 
munity. 
At the same time we cannot over­ 
look the fact that there is hesitation and even 
outright opposition. 
Some men are waiting 
to see whether this popular movement will 
jeopardize partisan sucoesst and others are 
seeking to make the municipal contest a path­ 
way to partisan victory. 
It would be idle to 
expect anything else from politicians who 
máke the cry ofreform only a stepping stone 
for themselves or their party. 
Even men who 
coll themselves reformers would put the veriest 
rogue in office if thereby they could better 
tbeir own fortunes. 
There are a few such in 
the Committee of Seventy, and they, of oourue, 
speak doubtingly of Mr. Duncan, because 
they know he would carry out to the letter 
their own pledges in the name of reform. 
What we want in onr next Mayor is a 
character 
for intcgritiy beyond 
reproach 
and business capacity of tlto firsM order. 
Politics do not 
enter 
into the canvass 
except in 
so far as a pure administra­ 
tion of tb \ city government is concerned. 
Indeed, polities are so &r from entering into 
the canvass at all that we want a Mayor who 
is net a politician—a Mayor who will at once 
be true to the people of the metroiiolis and 
capable of exercising the trust they arc willing 
to repose in him. 
It is the possession of these 
qualities and the popular recognition of these 
facts which have brought Mr. Duncan so 
prominently forward for the Mayoralty, and 
which will enable him to override all opposition.

They know that he not only sympathized with 
but contributed largely to the reform move­ 
ment last year, and the determination to make 
him the next Mayor of New York k only the 
embodhnetit of the popular deeire for the 
permanent succese oí all that was good in that 
movement. 
There must be no step backward,

Mr. Felix R. B m not, Chairman, and Thomas 
Crcc, Secretary of the Board of Indian Commis­ 
sioners, arrived here from the Shoshones and Ban­ 
nock Indian agency to-day, m route for the East 
via Bryan. 
They effected 
a 
treaty with the 
Shoshone Indians, by which they cede to the United 
sta te s .some half a million acres of ihelr reserva­ 
tion. 
The land thus ceded Is ru u n ted 'n Hamilton 
City, the Sw eetw ater gold belt and m ining region, 
and there Is a large ex te n t of valiianie farm ing ami 
grazing country.- The term s of the agreem ent are 
perfectly satisfactory to the Indians and highly ad­ 
vantageous to the governm ent.

A lter some further exchange of com plim ents the 
President referred to tho U te new s from Jap an as 
given In those despatches, and expressed his ex ­ 
trem e sorrow at the

affairs. Mr. Mori boroupon alluded to th s ac­ 
knowledged p rivate sonrcs of th s Inform ation, and 
said tn at hts own advices up to thu tim e did not 
Bustoln It, and he hoped w ithin a tew w eeks to be 
able to lay fuU Intelligence before tbta govern­ 
m ent. 
The report probably grew o u t of tho 
fact th at tlie retrogrosslontats or conservatives' 
have lately renew ed their efforts to restore the lost 
balance of pow er betw een tnem selves and the pro­ 
gressionists, who had galnod a monopoly of the 
govornm eut. 
The President rem arked th a t the 
progressionists appeared to be far In advance of 
public sentim ent, which Mr. Mort adm itted, re- 
peatlng hU views of a day or tw o ago th a t the 
best policy was to adm it tho retrogresslonlats to 
their shape of power and assim ilate them to the 
progressives by education. 
Mr. Mori n ex t spoke of the religions feeling In the

In answ er to an expression ol surprise 
from the P resident at his anxiety to leave tills 
country, Mr. Mori said th at he beltcved in Im prove 
m eat and liad lived long enough to know, as the 
P resident had probably discovered years bclore 
him, th at In order to advance and Improve, tbe 
levers of advancem ent and Im provem ent m ust be 
directly applied. Japan tor ages had been back­ 
ward am ong the nations of civilization, bnt he now 
hoped and believed she was entering lyion & new 
ora, the results of widen would In a m easure com­ 
pensate for w hat had been lost. 
The IV esldent said th at he sym pathized heartily 
in these desires, and th a t Japan m ay be m ade a 
close IMend of the United Rtates, with g reat advan­ 
tage to both from tuo com m ercial relations likely 
to be established betw een tne tw o nations. 
Mr. Mori, in contlouatlon, said tliat he had sen t 
his resignation to the Tenno last January, but it 
was not accepted, and he did not know w hether he 
Bliould be able to carry out his plana. Ho bad, 
however, sen t Ins commission back to Japan, w ith 
the reqnest th at hia successor be appoiuted w ith­ 
out avoldaWS delay; but he w as unable to say 
w hat the result would be, having no reply as yet.

the rising sun of the East, and th at his governmeHt 
was wise enough to recognize the fact th at the 
age Is everyw here m oving onw ard, and th at. If 
the progress of Japan bo now hindered, a hnndrcd 
or a tliousaud years hence would w itness her at a 
BtaudslUl, the sam e Jap an she bad been In the 
past. 
Tho P resident hoped th at his eloquent visitor 
would not be disappointed, and the latter re­ 
peated Ills disclaim er of any fear upon the subject. 
Mr. Mori was unable to conflrm the reported dis­ 
charge of the Amerlcnns employed In the Japanese 
service, his latest advices atioai them being, in­ 
deed, of an opposite character, and suggestive 
rath er of additional honors than of disgrace for 
Oeaeral Capron and hia colleagnes. 
The conversa­ 
tion n ex t tnriicd upon the mission of the Embassy 
lately In this country, and passed thence to the 
thirty million loan which a Japanese Treasury offi­ 
cer, assisted by General Geo. B. WTlilams, late of our 
own Treasury D epartm ent, Is endeavoring to place 
somewhere. 
Mr. Mori said ho would not conceal his disap­ 
pointm ent a t the appearance of the l(>au commis­ 
sion In this country, and Inlly bore out in hia re­ 
m arks the statem en t of his position In these de­ 
spatches 01 Tuesday. 
Indeed, tho opposition of 
hliiiseir and Mr. Iw akura, the Chief Ambassador, 
then in W ashington, was no secret a t the time, and 
their best effoits were directed tow ards the em ­ 
barrassm en t of the negotiations attem pted In New 
York. Their own Idea was to fund the floating 
debt which the loan was Intended to cancel by the 
Issue of Interest-bearing bonds, on the plan of 
the United S tates llvo iier ceut loan, and thus keep 
the whole business at lioine.

Ksse-lialilt is a sour-laced, grumbling scoundrel, 
Who ought to bc sent to tlie penitentiary until 
he learns lo bcliavo lilmscir. Esse-Toyct is known 
to have objeeteu to his wife having twins, and after 
tiiuse papooses were born to have dashed out their 
brains. George Waslilngton felt lilm8clf“blowed” liy 
his lather (bewitched), and Immediately shot tliat 
geiiticmHii to death. On auotlicr oucasion lie sat 
by the side of his wife, and looked philosophically 
on while Ids uew-boru child slarvcd to death for 
w ant oi the uourlslimeiit lie refused to let its 
m otlicr give it. 
Big Moulli, a most aiiiusmg 
iiilddlc-aged gentleman, fond of his Juke, not 
bigotedly 
prejudiced against beer and whiskey, 
and the liaudlest 
iiiuii among tlie Arapiihoes 
with ids knife, deserves a passing notice. Early lu 
life he had occasion to correct his father, whose 
frlskinesH became lii.suiiportable, and Knocked olf 
tlie left hand side of ills heart with an ounce bullet. 
A squaw next aroused Ids w rath and she jumped up 
three feet (after Big Mouth showed his teetii) feri 
on her back, “ flumiiiaxed, kicked and died.”

As I have said, there was mucli uiiHculty in get­ 
ting this party togctlier. Very many of the wild 
ones were of the opiuloii that a trick was medi­ 
tated, and it look all Dr. Btiirlcy’s persuasive 
powers to convince them at the last moiiieiit that 
they would l>e well treated. He found, however, 
th at no ordinary promises would sufilce.

We had six six-mule team wagons and uii 
amonlance, a nuuilier of chiefs on horseliack and 
wagons with provisions. Around these vehicles, ca- 
periug and giggling, were tlie women and cliihlreii 
of the several trilies, dressed in tlielr most gor­ 
geous colors, and kcepiug up a perpetual clatter. 
When all was ready lor the start, and our six negro 
troopers led the way through the tall grass to the 
ford of tlie W ashita Hivcr, a loud, melancholy, dis­ 
cordant wall broRe from the Indian women. Many 
slimly-dressed lómales tlirew tlielr liauds over their 
heads, aud, banging their agile heels against the 
plump Hides of their ponies, daslied forward to the 
I wagons and yelled as if about to be crucified. 
THE BRAV ES IN THE WAdONS 
' Shouted buck in tearful appreciation, iunumcraiile 
dugs barked, horses reared ami ran, ponies nelglied 
and the tjuartcriuaster's mules expressed tliem- 
selves lu the usual harmonious and entertaining 
way. A clear sky, a splendid stretch of prairie 
grass, gorgeous colors, animated men and women 
of magaliicent pliystquo, excited cattle am 
of (Quakers on the brink of incipient excite 
tliis would not satisfy a wasted New Yorker, nan 
dead of ennui, 1 don’t know wliat would.

The most 
striking thing iu this relation nil! undoubtedly 
ba the fluctuations of popular opinion on the 
voting strength of the two parties. We have 
never before, apparently, had so inauy citi- 
zens in that state of doubt as to liow 
they will east their votes for President, known 
in common parlance as "021 the fence." 
Thus the variations in the estimates of 
national strength tell more readily upoa the 
masses and excite a keener interest th^tu here- 
tofore.

While, there- 
fore, the various Fall eiectiou States register 
their voices for one or the other side with 
increased or diminished force, the voters of 
the otter States make nice calculations about 
the prospects of the coalition and the adminis- 
tration parties. In olden risies, when .strict 
party lines were drawn, the citizen who 
espoused a party and its cause held a heart 
of grace and deposited his ticket with the 
faith of a martyr. 
Now, in addition to the

many States that there ia great difficulty in 
deducing an exact moral from their votes. Is 
it the foment of the popular mind on the eve 
of a quiet, political revolution, or ia it merely 
the increased value of the great offices at stake 
which makes the simple man of business, as 
•well as the grasping office-holder, as sensitive 
to the effect of a State election as a magnetic 
needle to an electric storm ? Tb.fi diffic-jlty of 
answering this query would not be great, if it 
related alone to the feelings of the office-holder; 
but to account for the widespread - nervous 
tension of the people is not so easy.

The lato multiplied disasters to lake naviga- 


tion are among the most seriaus that have 
been recorded for some time. On tha night 
of the 28th ultimo four vessels were sunk, a 
propeller svnd many rafts and scows went 
ashore on Lake Erie, and numerous vessels 
out of reach of assistance were flying their 
signals of distress. The inteiligenea of the 
30th uUmio showed fatal casualties to fourteen 
Urge vessels on Lake Erie and the total 
destruction of Etuaerous smaller craft and 
barges, with considerable loss of life. But the 
telegrams of the 1st instant prove feat there 
was much greater loss of life and property on 


I Lake Huron than oa Lake Erie. Several 


steamers were overwhelmed in the gale, and 
the wafers of the lake must have presested a 
fearful spectacle of wrecks. The probability 
is we have not yet heard the worst. 


It is certainly a matter of surprise that 


shipmasters, in the equinoctial season, should 
be so reckless of life as to bs so exposed when 
these lake tempests come on in their well- 
known punctuality and fury. The government 
weather telegrams cover the main parts of the 
lake region and have not failed to give timely 
warning of impending danger, and have fre- 
quently announced, these gales thirty-sis hours 
in advance of their arrival. 


The approach of the late storm was duly 


forewarned, and cautionary signals were or- 
dered to be displayed at Buffalo, Cleveland, 
Toledo, Detroit, Chicago, Grand Haven, Mil- 
waukee, Oswego and Bochester many hours 
before the storm reached these places. The 
orders for Milwaukee and Grand Haven did not 
reach their destination, it is said, through tha 
negligence of the telegraph company entrusted 
with their transmission — a criminal omission, 
for which the company should be held re- 
sponsible by the public who sustained damage 
from their neglecf. There can be no doubt 
that shippers and seamen on the lakes would 
gladly avail themselves of the meteorological 
forecasts if furnished promptly by the tele- 
graph companies, and, if the latter know their 
own interests, they will do well to spare no 
pains to transmit these storm warnings with 
the utmost possible despatch. The American 
public have endured until their patience is ex- 
hausted the inefficiency of our telegraph cor- 
porations. These overgrown monopolies can- 
not ej^pect the people quietly to submit to 
mismanageiaent which entails not only vast 
loss of property but also involves, as in the 
present instance, great loss of life.

The magnificent Klrueturo oroctcd by 1'hili] 


II. of Spiiiu (o commemorate hi» victory over 
tho French nt St. Quontiii has beon destroyed 
by fire. Tho scanty details furnished by tho 
telegraphic despatches give roiw>on to fear that 
tho building has beon reduced to a complete 
ruin, and that tho priceless treasures of art and 
literature which were deposited in the Eacurial 
ara lost forever. 
Tho firo id (taid to hnvo bcou 


caused by lightning, and there is something 
appalling in the rapidity with which tho grand 
old monument succumbed to the devouring 
element. Among tho msmy landmarks which 
within a fow years have been lost to posterity 
none had so deep an interest for tho thoughtful 
mind as this temple-tomb of tho gloomy 
Spanish King. Its history is strangely en- 
twined with tho glory of Spain in the days 
when tho shadow of her hanghly flag 
was 
cast, over half a conquered world. 


It was the creation of a grand, austere 
and gloomy agn, and reflected proudly tho 
ehiracter of its creators. 
How the majesty of 


that stalely pile, in the midst of tho desolation 
that surrounded it on all sides, struck the 
beholder with awe ! 
Even the vul««r eight- 


beer, wandering without reverence at the bid- 
ding of an idle curiosity, was wont to speak in 
subdued tones in the mysterious twilight of its 
cloisters. There was about this noble structure 
«uch an air of majestic grandeur as humbled 
mere human pride. 
It was impossible not to 


feel how insignificant were men in presence of 
the tombs of kings before whom the world had 
trembled. 
But the majestic temple frowned 


dow u on the generation of the hour as it had 
dona on their ancestors three centuries before. 
Time seemed on}y to increase the awe which 
the pile inspired, and while all else changed 
and passed away amid the shock of ages it 
remained unshaken. 


The loss of this monument cannot be too 


deeply ragretted, for it was one of the links 
that bound us to the past. Under its shadow 
the moderns could call up the remembrance of 
a tune when men worshipped other gods than 
Mammon and soulless fashion. However much 
the stern faith of the sixteenth century may 
revolt the modern conscience, there is an im- 
pressiveness in the whole-souled belief of that 
age which compels our admiration. Keligion 
in those days was something more than a for- 
mality, and the monuments the ages of faith 
have left behind by their grandeur and noble 
severity of aim dwarf the efforts of modern 
genius. It is sad that these evidences of the 
past, should be doomed to disappear one after 
another until in the far distant future no trace 
of these grand monuments shall remain for the 
instruction and delight of the unborn genera- 
tions.

it is only a fetv months since the venerable 
Cathedral of Canterbury narrowly escaped 
from the fate that has befallen the Escurial. 
It is evident from these examples that there is 
no power in civilization capable of preventing 
the destruction of ancient monuments, and 
we may speculate on a tima when there will 
remain no more trace of the art and architec- 
ture of the early Christian ages than we can 
discover of the forgotten Phoenician civiliza- 
tion. This is certainly a sad reflection, the 
more so as the cause is due in chief part to 
the indifference of the moderns, who take no 
adequate precautions to preserve the monu- 
mental treasures they have inherited. Had 
only reasonable precautions been taken to pre- 
pare for such an accident as has befallen the 
Escurial, that magnificent structure could have 
been saved for posterity. The solid nature of 
the materials from which it was constructed 
offered a strong guarantee against the ravages 
of fire, and had there been some means at 
hand to struggle with the flames in all 
probability they would have been extinguished 
before any serious damage had been done. 
But it was not so decreed.

Esse-HaMt is a sour-laced, grumbling scoundrel, 
who ougiit to tie sent to the penitentiary until 
he learns to behave himself. Esse-Tovet Is kno~n 
to have objected to his wife having twins, and after 
those papooses were born to have dashed out tneir 
brains. George Washington felt himself "blowed" by 
his rather (bewitched), aud immediately shot that 
gentleman to death. On another occasion lie sat 
by the side of his wife, and looked philosophically 
ea while Ms new-born child starved to death for 
want of the nourishment he refused to let its 
mother give it. 
Big J'outb, a most arousing 


middle-aged gentleman, fond of his joke, not 
bigot-edly prejudiced against beer and whiskey, 
and the handiest man among the Arapahoes 
with his knife, deserves a passing notice. Early in 
life he had occasion to correct his father, whose 
fnstiness became insupoortable, and knocked olT 
the leit r.and side of his heart with aa ounce bullet.

Esse-HaMt is a sour-laced, grumbling scoundrel, 
who ougiit to tie sent to the penitentiary until 
he learns to behave himself. Esse-Tovet Is kno~n 
to have objected to his wife having twins, and after 
those papooses were born to have dashed out tneir 
brains. George Washington felt himself "blowed" by 
his rather (bewitched), aud immediately shot that 
gentleman to death. On another occasion lie sat 
by the side of his wife, and looked philosophically 
ea while Ms new-born child starved to death for 
want of the nourishment he refused to let its 
mother give it. 
Big J'outb, a most arousing 


middle-aged gentleman, fond of his joke, not 
bigot-edly prejudiced against beer and whiskey, 
and the handiest man among the Arapahoes 
with his knife, deserves a passing notice. Early in 
life he had occasion to correct his father, whose 
fnstiness became insupoortable, and knocked olT 
the leit r.and side of his heart with aa ounce bullet.

Broadway. He was admitted and Invited to Bit 
down. 


REPORTER—What Is your opinion of the nomina- 


tion of Mr. Duncan 1 


Mr. ROOSKVELT—Well, I must say 1 do not think 


it is a wise thing. Personally I have the highest 
regard for Mr. Dnncan, and among him and Messrs. 
Havemeyer and O'Brien on the other hand, I should 
certainly vote for Mr. Duncan. Still I do not think 
he ia sufficient 01 a politician to run successfully In 
tliis city. He has never done anything in politics, 
though a democrat, except contribute a little to an 
election fund occasionally. Many of the voters do 
not know him and have never heard of him; a 
great many of those who have think he Is an aris- 
crat, and in the fight with Jiinmy O'Brien the crv 
will be "It's the poor man against the nabob!" You 
see here is ihe danger with such a man as Mr. DUH- 
can, and what I say I speak from what I have 
observed already among the voters. The very iact 
that he is a rich man and a Scotchman will alienate 
from him many voters who will go over to O'Brien. 


REPORTER—But do you not think there are enough 
respectable voters in the city to elect a respectable 
man 1 


Mr. ROOSEVELT—That is not now the question. 
Had there been but one maa in the field to oppose 
O'Brien he might be elected. But I do not think 
that two high-toned men can run with any chance 
of success to either against such a man as O'Brien. 


REPORTER—Are you in any way identified with 
Havemeyer 1 


Mr. ROOSEVELT—I am not. When I understood 
that there were conference meetings at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel to nominate somebody for Mayor I 
went to two of them and 1 spoke. When I" saw 
that John Foley was running Havemeyer strong and 
bound to nominate him I lelt and did not return to 
the meeting when they did nominate him. They put 
iny name down as one of the committee to present 
him with the nomination, but without mv consent 
or authorization, and I did not obey the call. As I 
said before, between these men my favorite is Dun- 
can, but I am afraid of him. Tammany Hall, owing 
to the pressure brought to bear upon tham, must 
nominate a respectable man, otherwise thev cannot 
succeed, and defeat now means annihijatioa for 
them. "They have left things pretty well in the 
hands of Mr. Tiiden and Mr. Schell. 
They may 
nominate Duncan, but still I think that with the 
rank and file there would be but lukewarm work in 
Ins behalf, for the reasons I have already stated.

REPORTER—What Is your opinion of the nomina- 


tion of Mr. Duncan 1 


Mr. ROOSKVELT—Well, I must say 1 do not think 


it is a wise thing. Personally I have the highest 
regard for Mr. Dnncan, and among him and Messrs. 
Havemeyer and O'Brien on the other hand, I should 
certainly vote for Mr. Duncan. Still I do not think 
he ia sufficient 01 a politician to run successfully In 
tliis city. He has never done anything in politics, 
though a democrat, except contribute a little to an 
election fund occasionally. Many of the voters do 
not know him and have never heard of him; a 
great many of those who have think he Is an aris- 
crat, and in the fight with Jiinmy O'Brien the crv 
will be "It's the poor man against the nabob!" You 
see here is ihe danger with such a man as Mr. DUH- 
can, and what I say I speak from what I have 
observed already among the voters. The very iact 
that he is a rich man and a Scotchman will alienate 
from him many voters who will go over to O'Brien. 


REPORTER—But do you not think there are enough 
respectable voters in the city to elect a respectable 
man 1 


Mr. ROOSEVELT—That is not now the question. 
Had there been but one maa in the field to oppose 
O'Brien he might be elected. But I do not think 
that two high-toned men can run with any chance 
of success to either against such a man as O'Brien. 


REPORTER—Are you in any way identified with 
Havemeyer 1 


Mr. ROOSEVELT—I am not. When I understood 
that there were conference meetings at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel to nominate somebody for Mayor I 
went to two of them and 1 spoke. When I" saw 
that John Foley was running Havemeyer strong and 
bound to nominate him I lelt and did not return to 
the meeting when they did nominate him. They put 
iny name down as one of the committee to present 
him with the nomination, but without mv consent 
or authorization, and I did not obey the call. As I 
said before, between these men my favorite is Dun- 
can, but I am afraid of him. Tammany Hall, owing 
to the pressure brought to bear upon tham, must 
nominate a respectable man, otherwise thev cannot 
succeed, and defeat now means annihijatioa for 
them.

There is every evidence that this campaign 


for the Presidency will, iti many respects, bo 
one of the most curious on record. The most 
striking thing iu this relation nil! undoubtedly 
ba the fluctuations of popular opinion on the 
voting strength of the two parties. We have 
never before, apparently, had so inauy citi- 
zens in that state of doubt as to liow 
they will east their votes for President, known 
in common parlance as "021 the fence." 
Thus the variations in the estimates of 
national strength tell more readily upoa the 
masses and excite a keener interest th^tu here- 
tofore. The liberal movement was in every 
respect aa experiment which, having proved 
successful in a single State, is in process of 
being applied to tha Union. While, there- 
fore, the various Fall eiectiou States register 
their voices for one or the other side with 
increased or diminished force, the voters of 
the otter States make nice calculations about 
the prospects of the coalition and the adminis- 
tration parties. In olden risies, when .strict 
party lines were drawn, the citizen who 
espoused a party and its cause held a heart 
of grace and deposited his ticket with the 
faith of a martyr. 
Now, in addition to the 


novelty of the main or national question 
at issue there are local questions at stake in so 
many States that there ia great difficulty in 
deducing an exact moral from their votes. Is 
it the foment of the popular mind on the eve 
of a quiet, political revolution, or ia it merely 
the increased value of the great offices at stake 
which makes the simple man of business, as 
•well as the grasping office-holder, as sensitive 
to the effect of a State election as a magnetic 
needle to an electric storm ? Tb.fi diffic-jlty of 
answering this query would not be great, if it 
related alone to the feelings of the office-holder; 
but to account for the widespread - nervous 
tension of the people is not so easy. 


To appreciate the forces at work it is ceces- 


sary to look back over the series of quotations, 
so to speak, in the Presidential raarke';, since 
the baby liberal movement was first chiisteaed 
at Cincinnati. This sturdy offshoot of repub-

The lato multiplied disasters to lake naviga- 


tion are among the most seriaus that have 
been recorded for some time. On tha night 
of the 28th ultimo four vessels were sunk, a 
propeller svnd many rafts and scows went 
ashore on Lake Erie, and numerous vessels 
out of reach of assistance were flying their 
signals of distress. The inteiligenea of the 
30th uUmio showed fatal casualties to fourteen 
Urge vessels on Lake Erie and the total 
destruction of Etuaerous smaller craft and 
barges, with considerable loss of life. But the 
telegrams of the 1st instant prove feat there 
was much greater loss of life and property on 


I Lake Huron than oa Lake Erie. Several 


steamers were overwhelmed in the gale, and 
the wafers of the lake must have presested a 
fearful spectacle of wrecks. The probability 
is we have not yet heard the worst. 


It is certainly a matter of surprise that 


shipmasters, in the equinoctial season, should 
be so reckless of life as to bs so exposed when 
these lake tempests come on in their well- 
known punctuality and fury. The government 
weather telegrams cover the main parts of the 
lake region and have not failed to give timely 
warning of impending danger, and have fre- 
quently announced, these gales thirty-sis hours 
in advance of their arrival. 


The approach of the late storm was duly 


forewarned, and cautionary signals were or- 
dered to be displayed at Buffalo, Cleveland, 
Toledo, Detroit, Chicago, Grand Haven, Mil- 
waukee, Oswego and Bochester many hours 
before the storm reached these places. The 
orders for Milwaukee and Grand Haven did not 
reach their destination, it is said, through tha 
negligence of the telegraph company entrusted 
with their transmission — a criminal omission, 
for which the company should be held re- 
sponsible by the public who sustained damage 
from their neglecf. There can be no doubt 
that shippers and seamen on the lakes would 
gladly avail themselves of the meteorological 
forecasts if furnished promptly by the tele- 
graph companies, and, if the latter know their 
own interests, they will do well to spare no 
pains to transmit these storm warnings with 
the utmost possible despatch. The American 
public have endured until their patience is ex- 
hausted the inefficiency of our telegraph cor- 
porations. These overgrown monopolies can- 
not ej^pect the people quietly to submit to 
mismanageiaent which entails not only vast 
loss of property but also involves, as in the 
present instance, great loss of life.

The magnificent Klrueturo oroctcd by 1'hili]

by fire. Tho scanty details furnished by tho 
telegraphic despatches give roiw>on to fear that 
tho building has beon reduced to a complete 
ruin, and that tho priceless treasures of art and 
literature which were deposited in the Eacurial 
ara lost forever. 
Tho firo id (taid to hnvo bcou 


caused by lightning, and there is something 
appalling in the rapidity with which tho grand 
old monument succumbed to the devouring 
element. Among tho msmy landmarks which 
within a fow years have been lost to posterity 
none had so deep an interest for tho thoughtful 
mind as this temple-tomb of tho gloomy 
Spanish King. Its history is strangely en- 
twined with tho glory of Spain in the days 
when tho shadow of her hanghly flag 
was 
cast, over half a conquered world. 


It was the creation of a grand, austere 
and gloomy agn, and reflected proudly tho 
ehiracter of its creators. 
How the majesty of 


that stalely pile, in the midst of tho desolation 
that surrounded it on all sides, struck the 
beholder with awe ! 
Even the vul««r eight- 


beer, wandering without reverence at the bid- 
ding of an idle curiosity, was wont to speak in 
subdued tones in the mysterious twilight of its 
cloisters. There was about this noble structure 
«uch an air of majestic grandeur as humbled 
mere human pride. 
It was impossible not to 


feel how insignificant were men in presence of 
the tombs of kings before whom the world had 
trembled. 
But the majestic temple frowned 


dow u on the generation of the hour as it had 
dona on their ancestors three centuries before. 
Time seemed on}y to increase the awe which 
the pile inspired, and while all else changed 
and passed away amid the shock of ages it 
remained unshaken. 


The loss of this monument cannot be too 


deeply ragretted, for it was one of the links 
that bound us to the past. Under its shadow 
the moderns could call up the remembrance of 
a tune when men worshipped other gods than 
Mammon and soulless fashion. However much 
the stern faith of the sixteenth century may 
revolt the modern conscience, there is an im- 
pressiveness in the whole-souled belief of that 
age which compels our admiration. Keligion 
in those days was something more than a for- 
mality, and the monuments the ages of faith 
have left behind by their grandeur and noble 
severity of aim dwarf the efforts of modern 
genius. It is sad that these evidences of the 
past, should be doomed to disappear one after 
another until in the far distant future no trace 
of these grand monuments shall remain for the 
instruction and delight of the unborn genera- 
tions.

it is only a fetv months since the venerable 
Cathedral of Canterbury narrowly escaped 
from the fate that has befallen the Escurial. 
It is evident from these examples that there is 
no power in civilization capable of preventing 
the destruction of ancient monuments, and 
we may speculate on a tima when there will 
remain no more trace of the art and architec- 
ture of the early Christian ages than we can 
discover of the forgotten Phoenician civiliza- 
tion. This is certainly a sad reflection, the 
more so as the cause is due in chief part to 
the indifference of the moderns, who take no 
adequate precautions to preserve the monu- 
mental treasures they have inherited. Had 
only reasonable precautions been taken to pre- 
pare for such an accident as has befallen the 
Escurial, that magnificent structure could have 
been saved for posterity. The solid nature of 
the materials from which it was constructed 
offered a strong guarantee against the ravages 
of fire, and had there been some means at 
hand to struggle with the flames in all 
probability they would have been extinguished 
before any serious damage had been done.

Tho people of Iho city of Now York have ft 


deep an iiitoiost in tho approaching municipi 
contest an in tho Presidential eiectiou itself 
No moro important question cau ba pro 
pounded at this timo thim who shall bo th 
noxt Mayor of Now York If wo aro to bur 
vest the frails of last year's reform it cnu oulj 
bo done by the selection of an hone-it, ourncs 
man for Mayor. Anything short of this woul 
be going backward to tho limo whoii war( 
organizations and rings controlled tho city 
Party affiliations and parly fealty must not b 
allowed to intervene against a good candidate 
supported by tho best men iu the metropolis 
Such a candidate is Mr. William Butler Dun- 
can, and such is the character of his support- 
era. Tho columns of tho HEIIAHJ to-day show 
that of tho members of tho Committee o: 
Seventy a majority aro favorable to Mr. Dun- 
can's nomination. Those who waver are only 
hesitating because with them the claims of a 
party are superior to the best intoresis of tho 
city. In tho heat of a Presidential canvass it 
is noxt to impossible for many persons to for- 
get partisanship oven in a matter which in no 
way concerns tho Presidential contest. But 
we insist upon it that our Mayoralty election, 
by tho movements of lost year, lias beeu 
divorced from national and State politics, and 
stands out boldly as a separate issue involving 
no question but the purity of local govern- 
ment and the true interests of the metropolis. 
Whether Grant or Greeley bhall be President 
is not a matter to be considered in connection 
with the question whether Mr. Duncan shall 


Mayor. The reform movement began by 


ignoring extraneous 
issues in municipal 


affairs, and democrats voted with repub- 
licans in the interest of reform. 
Now 


republicans and democrats must again vote 
together or we shall lose everything which 
was gamed by the previous contest, and the 
reform movement will fall to the ground. 


In Mr. Duncan the people of New York will 


iiave a candidate whom all can support with- 
out regard to party, and his nomination or 
endorsement by this or that party is no argu- 
ment against his nomination and endorse- 
ment by all parties. 
He is a man to whom 


;he trust can be trustfully confided, and we 
are confident that the tide of popular opinion 
has set so completely in his favor that his 
nomination will sweep aside every wava of 
opposition. When a man like Judge Edwards 
Pierrepont, known to be among the firmest 
supporters of the administration and one ot 
the strongest enemies of Taramany, declares 
himself content with Sir. Duncan as the can- 
didate of the people, and is ready to strike 
hands with es-Mayor Tiemann end others of 
like character to secure an honest adminis- 
tration of the city government, we may be as- 
sured that party ties do not hind sufficiently 
to destroy the best expectations of the com- 
munity. At the same time we cannot over- 
look the fact that there is hesitation and even 
outright opposition. 
Some men are waiting 


to see whether this popular movement will 
jeopardize partisan success, and others are 
seating to mate the municipal contest a path- 
way to partisan victory. 
It would be idle to 


expect anything else from politicians who 
mate the cry of reform only a stepping stone 
for themselves or their party.

Jlr. Mori made an Informal call upon Hie Presi- 


dent to-day for the purpose of Introducing a 
Daltnloof Japan wno has just reached this coantry 
by way of Europe. 
The President shook hands 


warmly with the Dalmto, ana said thai lie was 
always glad to see a representative of his nation, 
to wiitch his visitor made an appropriate reply. 
Alter some further exchange of compliments the 
President referred to the late news from Japan as 
given in these despatches, and expressed his ex- 
treme sorrow at the threatening tendency of 
affairs. Mr. Mori hereupon alluded to the ac- 
knowledged private source of the-inrormation, and 
said tnat his own advices up to this time did not 
sustain It, and he hoped within a few weeks to be 
able to lay full Intelligence before this govern- 
ment. 
The report probably grew out of the 


fact lliat the retrogresslontets or conservatives 
have lately reaewed their efforts to restore tlie lost 
balance of power between taemselves and the pro- 
gressionists, who Had gained a monopoly of the 
government. 
The President remarked that the 


progressionists appeared to be far in advance of 
public sentiment, which Mr. Mori admitted, re- 
peating his views of a day or two ago that the 
best policy was to admit the retrogressionists to 
their shape of power and assimilate them to the 
progressives by education. 


Mr. Mori next spo'ke of the religions feeling in the 


Empire, and here U should be remarked that Ue

In answer to an expression o! surprise 
from the President at bis anxiety to leave this 
country, Mr. Mori said that he believed in improve 
meutandhad lived long enough to know, as1 the 
President had probably discovered years belore 
him, that ia order to advance and improve, the 
levers of advancement and improvement must be 
directly applied. Japaa for ages had been back- 
ward among the nations of civilization, but he now 
hoped and believed she was entering upon a new 
era, the results of which would in a measure com- 
pensate for what had been lost. 


The President said that he sympathized heartily 


in these desires, and that Japan may be made a 
close friend of the United States, with great advan- 
tage to both from tne commercial relation? likely 
to be established between the two nation?. 


Mr. Mori. In continuation, said that he had sent 


his resignation to the Tenno last January, but it 
was not accepted, and he did not know whether he 
Bhouiri be able to carry out his plans. He had, 
however, sent .his commission back to Japan, with 
tlie request that Ms successor be appointed with- 
out avoidable delay; but he was unable to say 
what the result would be, having no reply as yet. 


The President nest asked Mr. Mori, with much 


interest, what his opinion was in regard to tbe re- 
actionary movement, and received for reply that 
Mr.-Mori had but one opinion, namely, that the pro- 
gressive tendency is irresistible; that ue had too 
much faith in the inherent force of modern civiliza- 
tion to believe that the onward march could now 
be arrested; that he looked upon liis country as 
the rising sue of the East, and that his government 
was wise enough to recognize the fact that the 
age is everywhere moving onward, and that, if 
the progress of Japan be now hindered, a hundred 
or a thousand years hence would witness her at a 
standstill, the same Japan she bad been ia the 
past. 


The President aoped that his eloquent visitor 


would not be disappointed, and the latter re- 
peated his disclaimer of any fear upon the subject. 
Sir. Mori was unable to confirm the reported dis- 
charge of the Americans employed in the Japanese 
service, his latest advices about them being, in- 
deed, of an opposite character, and suggestive 
rather of additional feonors than of disgrace for 
General Capron and his colleagues. The conversa- 
tion next turned upon the mission of the Embassy 
lately in this country, and passed thence to the 
thirty million loan which a Japanese Treasury offi- 
cer, assisted by General Geo. B. Williams, lateof our 
own Treasury Department, is endeavoring to place 
somewhere. 


Mr. Mori said he xr«iw am conceal his disap- 


poi^tuient at the appearance of the loan commis- 
sion In this country, and fully bore out in his re- 
marks the statement of his position in these de- 
spatches oi Tuesday. Indeed, the opposition of 
himself and Mr. Iwaknra, the Chief Ambassador, 
then in Washington, was no secret at the time, and 
their best efforts were directed towards tne em- 
barrassment of the negotiations attempted in New 
Tork. Tnelr own idea was to fund the Coating 
debt which the loan was intended to cancel bj tne 
issue of Interest-bearing bonds, on the plan of 
the United States five per cent loan, and thus eeep 
the whole business at borne.

Alter some further exchange of compliments the 
President referred to the late news from Japan as 
given in these despatches, and expressed his ex- 
treme sorrow at the threatening tendency of 
affairs. Mr. Mori hereupon alluded to the ac- 
knowledged private source of the-inrormation, and 
said tnat his own advices up to this time did not 
sustain It, and he hoped within a few weeks to be 
able to lay full Intelligence before this govern- 
ment. 
The report probably grew out of the 


fact lliat the retrogresslontets or conservatives 
have lately reaewed their efforts to restore tlie lost 
balance of power between taemselves and the pro- 
gressionists, who Had gained a monopoly of the 
government. 
The President remarked that the 


progressionists appeared to be far in advance of 
public sentiment, which Mr. Mori admitted, re- 
peating his views of a day or two ago that the 
best policy was to admit the retrogressionists to 
their shape of power and assimilate them to the 
progressives by education. 


Mr. Mori next spo'ke of the religions feeling in the 


Empire, and here U should be remarked that Ue 
himself Is regarded at Home as a free-thinker 
of 
the Ralph 
Waldo Emerson school. 
He 


favors public worship as a matter of policy, 
but is opposed to a State Church. Sis desire 
to return to Japan 
is

religious emancipation of bis country as a private 
citizen. In answer to an expression o! surprise 
from the President at bis anxiety to leave this 
country, Mr. Mori said that he believed in improve 
meutandhad lived long enough to know, as1 the 
President had probably discovered years belore 
him, that ia order to advance and improve, the 
levers of advancement and improvement must be 
directly applied. Japaa for ages had been back- 
ward among the nations of civilization, but he now 
hoped and believed she was entering upon a new 
era, the results of which would in a measure com- 
pensate for what had been lost. 


The President said that he sympathized heartily 


in these desires, and that Japan may be made a 
close friend of the United States, with great advan- 
tage to both from tne commercial relation? likely 
to be established between the two nation?. 


Mr. Mori. In continuation, said that he had sent 


his resignation to the Tenno last January, but it 
was not accepted, and he did not know whether he 
Bhouiri be able to carry out his plans. He had, 
however, sent .his commission back to Japan, with 
tlie request that Ms successor be appointed with- 
out avoidable delay; but he was unable to say 
what the result would be, having no reply as yet. 


The President nest asked Mr. Mori, with much 


interest, what his opinion was in regard to tbe re- 
actionary movement, and received for reply that 
Mr.-Mori had but one opinion, namely, that the pro- 
gressive tendency is irresistible; that ue had too 
much faith in the inherent force of modern civiliza- 
tion to believe that the onward march could now 
be arrested; that he looked upon liis country as 
the rising sue of the East, and that his government 
was wise enough to recognize the fact that the 
age is everywhere moving onward, and that, if 
the progress of Japan be now hindered, a hundred 
or a thousand years hence would witness her at a 
standstill, the same Japan she bad been ia the 
past. 


The President aoped that his eloquent visitor 


would not be disappointed, and the latter re- 
peated his disclaimer of any fear upon the subject. 
Sir. Mori was unable to confirm the reported dis- 
charge of the Americans employed in the Japanese 
service, his latest advices about them being, in- 
deed, of an opposite character, and suggestive 
rather of additional feonors than of disgrace for 
General Capron and his colleagues. The conversa- 
tion next turned upon the mission of the Embassy 
lately in this country, and passed thence to the 
thirty million loan which a Japanese Treasury offi- 
cer, assisted by General Geo. B. Williams, lateof our 
own Treasury Department, is endeavoring to place 
somewhere. 


Mr. Mori said he xr«iw am conceal his disap- 


poi^tuient at the appearance of the loan commis- 
sion In this country, and fully bore out in his re- 
marks the statement of his position in these de- 
spatches oi Tuesday. Indeed, the opposition of 
himself and Mr. Iwaknra, the Chief Ambassador, 
then in Washington, was no secret at the time, and 
their best efforts were directed towards tne em- 
barrassment of the negotiations attempted in New 
Tork. Tnelr own idea was to fund the Coating 
debt which the loan was intended to cancel bj tne 
issue of Interest-bearing bonds, on the plan of 
the United States five per cent loan, and thus eeep 
the whole business at borne. 


With regard to the two vessels building in Sew 


Tork Mr. Mori informed tbe President that he bad 
great hopes of a naval marine for Japan which 
would render her capable of coping with her possi- 
ble foes, and Snowing that his sentiments are
